DED  will  be 
issuing  a  report  on  Missouri’s 
Creative  Industries  profile  later  this 
winter  and  MAC  continues  to  work 
with  the  tourism  industry  on  ways 
to  highlight  the  state’s  tremendous 
art  resources. 

Of  course  the  highlight  of  this 
issue  is  to  showcase  the  breadth 
and  depth  of  artistic  endeavors 


funded  by  MAC  in 
2004.  It  comes 
as  no  surprise 
that  MAC’S 
budget  reached 
the  lowest  point 
in  many  years, 
due  to  reduced 
revenues  and 
demands  placed 
on  available  state 
monies.  Only 

38%  of  MAC  grant  requests  were 
funded,  but  that  is  only  part  of  the 
picture.  Due  to  the  overwhelming 
generosity  of  private  funders  and  a 
cadre  of  volunteers,  the  survival  of 
Missouri’s  arts  industry  is  assured. 
Bringing  new,  active  participants  to 
exciting  programming  enhances  the 
perceived  public  value  of  the  arts. 
Keep  up  the  good  work! 

The  past  months  have  been  full 
of  opportunities  that  hundreds  of 
Missouri  artists,  educators  and 
arts  administrators  have  taken 
advantage  of.  MAC  and  VSA  arts  of 
Missouri  completed  three  Forums

Arts  Education 
workshops  providing

in  six  regions  of  the  state.  And  a 
workshop  on  planning  a  community 
arts  festival  was  held  in  Columbia. 

The  number  of  constituents 
MAC  is  able  to  reach  through  these 
initiatives  expands  its  capacity 
to  bring  the  arts  to  every  corner 
of  the  state.  I  feel  strongly  that 
providing  technical  assistance  to 
Missouri  arts  organizations  and 
art  educators  enables  them  to  be 
more  effective  with  the  resources 
they  have.  MAC  endeavors  to 
become  an  asset  and  resource  for 
organizations  beyond  the  funds  it 
provides.  Doing  so  increases  MAC’S 


value  to  the  state.  This  kind  of 
value-added  thinking  is  central  to 
MAC’S  relevance  as  a  state  agency. 

What’s  ahead  for  MAC?  First  and 
foremost  hiring  a  new  executive 
director  to  move  the  agency 
forward.  Short  term,  we’re  starting 
to  think  about  online  grants  and 
how  best  to  address  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts’  Reading 
at  Risk  report.  Long  term,  we’re 
planning  for  the  best  days  the 
Missouri  Arts  Council  will  ever 
have. 

I’ve  been  telling  people  that  the 
next  executive  director  will  have  the 
privilege  of  taking  this  organization 
to  the  next  level.  I  believe  the 
foundations  we  have  built  and 
the  initiatives  we  have  begun 
demonstrate  our  firm  belief  that  the 
arts  are  the  basis  of  all  we  are  as 
a  society.

The  Missouri  Arts  Council 

A  division  of  the  Missouri 
Department  of  Economic 
Development,  the  Missouri  Arts 
Council  is  the  second  oldest 
state  arts  agency  in  the  country. 
MAC  was  established  in  1965 
by  an  act  of  the  73rd  General 
Assembly  to  encourage  and 
stimulate  the  growth,  develop¬ 
ment  and  appreciation  of  the 
arts  in  Missouri.  The  MAC  board 
consists  of  15  volunteer  citizens 
from  across  the  state.  They  are 
appointed  by  the  Governor  who 
also  designates  a  chair  and  vice 
chair.  The  board  meets  regularly 


to  provide  direction  in  policy  mak¬ 
ing  and  programmatic  oversight. 

Through  funds  from  the 
Missouri  Cultural  Trust  and  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts, 
MAC  provides  funding  for  quality 
arts  programming  in  both  large 
and  small  communities.  Funding 
areas  include:  arts  education, 
arts  services,  community  arts, 
discipline  program  assistance 
(dance,  electronic  media  arts, 
festivals,  literature,  multidisci¬ 
pline,  music,  theater,  visual  arts), 
established  institutions,  folk  arts, 
Lewis  and  Clark  grants,  mid-sized 


arts  organizations,  minority  arts, 
touring,  mini  grants,  technical 
assistance,  endowment  building 
and  renovation/construction. 

Applicants  include  but  are  not 
limited  to:  arts  organizations, 
community  arts  agencies,  public 
and  private  schools,  colleges, 
universities,  museums,  librar¬ 
ies,  chambers  of  commerce, 
Community  Betterment  and  Main 
Street  Program  groups  and  other 
art,  civic  and  tourism  organiza¬ 
tions  that  present  art  to  their 
communities.

Arts  Services  Program 

The  Arts  Services  Program 
supports  organizations  that  pro¬ 
vide  services  to  the  field  such 
as  legal  and  accounting  advice, 
communication  and  networking 
opportunities,  and  conferences 
and  workshops  that  increase  oper- 
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lars  based  on  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  Missouri  citizens  who 
serve  on  Citizen  Advisory  Panels 
that  meet  annually  to  review 
applications  from  organizations 
seeking  grants.  The  panels’ 
recommendations  are  based  on 
established  criteria,  including 
artistic  excellence,  education  and 
outreach,  community  support, 
administrative  ability  and  diversity 
of  audience  served. 

In  fiscal  year  2004  MAC 
awarded  $2.2  million  to  421 
applicants.

Grant  Programs 

Arts  Education  Program 

Arts  education  represents  an 
important  part  of  MAC’S  overall 
vision  for  developing  the  arts 
across  the  state.  MAC  recognizes 
that  arts  education  teaches  cogni¬ 
tive  skills  not  developed  in  the  tra¬ 
ditional  classroom,  giving  students 
an  extra  edge  by  building  effective 
learning  styles.  The  Arts  Education 
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Program  is  designed  to  strengthen 
the  place  of  the  arts  as  a  core 
academic  subject  in  the  regular 
school  curriculum  and  to  promote 
using  the  arts  to  teach  the  other 
classroom  subjects.  The  statewide 
initiative  is  comprised  of  five  grant 
programs  that  are  available  to 
schools,  communities  and  organi¬ 
zations  -  School  Touring,  Artists  in 
Residence,  Arts  in  the  Curriculum, 

Missouri  Arts  Council 
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(CAP)  provides  support  to 
non-metropolitan  community  arts 
agencies  that  offer  programs  in 
more  than  one  art  discipline  and  to 
agencies  that  foster  the  long-term 
cultural  development  of  a  commu¬ 
nity.  These  organizations  provide 
services  (arts  event  calendars, 
newsletters,  technical  assistance, 
cultural  planning,  funding),  or 
programs  (presenting  series,  fes¬ 
tival,  arts  education,  exhibit),  or  a 
combination  of  both.  CAP  assists 
organizations  that  introduce  new 
artistic  experiences  to  communi¬ 
ties,  contribute  to  the  growth  and 
development  of  artistic  excellence 
and  reflect  the  importance  of  cul¬ 
tural  diversity  and  expression  of 
local  cultural  tradition.  CAP  also 
seeks  to  assist  organizations  that 
utilize  and  support  local  artists, 
encourage  arts  education  curricu¬ 
lum  in  the  schools  and  promote 
advocacy  efforts  to  develop  public 
and  private  support  on  the  local 
level. 

Discipline  Program  Assistance 

A  mainstay  since  MAC’S  incep¬ 
tion  in  1965,  Discipline  Program 
Assistance  is  the  Missouri  Arts 
Council’s  largest  grant  program 
providing  funds  for  projects  in 
eight  areas:  dance,  electronic 
media  arts,  festivals,  literature, 
multidiscipline,  music,  theater 
and  visual  arts. 


Established  Institutions 
Program 

The  Established  Institutions 
Program  provides  operational  sup¬ 
port  to  the  state’s  largest  arts 
organizations.  To  be  eligible  for 
these  program  funds,  arts  organi¬ 
zations  must  exceed  an  operating 
budget  threshold  and  have  a  full¬ 
time  professional  staff,  year-round 
season  of  artistic  offerings,  strong 
community  involvement  and  sig¬ 
nificant  local,  regional  or  national 
impact.  Application  reviews 
are  held  every  three  years  with 
updated  reports  or  revised  applica¬ 
tions  required  in  alternate  years. 

Folk  Arts  Program 

Since  1998  this  grant  program 
has  been  administered  through  a 
MAC  grant  with  the  University  of 
Missouri  in  Columbia  on  behalf 
of  the  Missouri  Folk  Arts  Program 
(MFAP)  at  the  Museum  of  Art 
and  Archaeology.  MAC’S  Folk  Arts 
Program  supports  projects  that 
perpetuate  and  present  the  folk 
arts  of  the  state.  For  the  purposes 
of  this  grant  category,  folk  arts, 
also  called  traditional  arts,  are 
defined  as  the  living,  functional 
and  expressive  arts  of  everyday 
people  passed  down  informally  by 
word  of  mouth  or  imitation  within 
close-knit  groups  such  as  family, 
community,  occupational,  eth¬ 


nic,  regional  or  religious  groups. 
Through  this  grant  category  MAC 
and  MFAP  strive  to  reach  under¬ 
served  areas  with  special  attention 
toward  endangered  folk  arts  prac¬ 
ticed  by  Missouri  artists.  MAC  and 
MFAP  endeavor  to  build  cross-cul¬ 
tural  understanding  by  document¬ 
ing,  conserving  and  presenting  our 
state’s  living  folk  arts  and  folklife 
in  collaboration  with  Missouri’s 
citizens. 

Mid-Sized  Arts  Organizations 
Program 

Like  the  Established  Institutions 
Program,  this  program  provides 
operational  support  over  a  three- 
year  period.  Mid-sized  arts  organi¬ 
zations  have  a  primary  purpose  to 
present  or  produce  art  and  have 
reached  a  sustained  and  consistent 
level  of  support  and  programming. 
To  be  eligible  organizations  must 
have  a  three-year  history  of  operat¬ 
ing  revenues  between  $500,000 
and  $2  million,  ranked  in  the 
top  third  of  their  MAC  Discipline 
Program  Assistance  grant  panel  for 
the  prior  three  years,  full-time  pro¬ 
fessional  management  personnel, 
appropriate  community  involvement 
and  significant  local,  regional  or 
national  impact.

Mini  Grant  Program 


The  Mini  Grant  Program  was 
created  to  encourage  small  and 
emerging  arts  organizations,  espe¬ 
cially  those  based  in  rural  commu¬ 
nities,  to  seek  financial  assistance 
for  arts  activities  through  a  less 
complicated  application  process. 
To  ensure  success,  the  program 
is  designed  with  user-friendly  fea¬ 
tures:  an  easy  application  form, 
fixed  monthly  deadlines  and  a 
dedicated  pool  of  funds,  with 
MAC’S  Executive  Committee  serv¬ 
ing  as  the  review  panel.  Grants 
are  awarded  up  to  a  maximum 
amount  of  $1,000.  Arts  activities 
eligible  for  Mini  Grant  funds  could 
be  a  single  activity,  such  as  an  art 
exhibit  or  a  presentation  by  a  mas¬ 
ter  artist  or  a  series  of  activities, 
such  as  a  concert  series.

Minority  Arts  Mini  Grant  New 

Program 

Program 

Created  in  fiscal  year  2004, 
this  grant  is  designed  to  encour¬ 
age  new  multi-cultural  groups 
that  serve  minority  communities 
to  seek  financial  assistance  for 
arts  activities  through  a  less 
complicated  application  process. 
Projects  from  all  artistic  disciplines 
are  eligible  to  apply.  Grants  are 
awarded  up  to  a  maximum  amount 
of  $5,000. 

Minority  Arts  Program 

This  program  focuses  on  sup¬ 
porting  multi-cultural  groups  that 
serve  minority  communities. 
Through  grantmaking  and  tech¬ 
nical  assistance  the  program 
endeavors  to: 

#  Increase  awareness  within 
minority  communities  of  the  pos¬ 
itive  impact  that  arts  program¬ 
ming  can  have  on  a  community, 
both  socially  and  economically. 


#  Help  advance  the  efforts  of 
minority  arts  organizations  and 
nontraditional  arts  venues  in 
their  presentation  of  quality  arts 
programming  that  influences  the 
community  in  a  positive  fashion. 

#  Increase  the  potential  for  arts- 
focused  and  community-based 
organizations  to  attract  new 
funding  for  ongoing  artistic  pro¬ 
gramming. 

#  Assist  minority  communities  in 
maximizing  funding  dollars  by 
helping  applicants  connect  with 
one  another  for  the  purpose  of 
sharing  resource  information 
and/or  developing  time  and 
money-saving  partnerships. 

#  Promote  and  encourage  the 
implementation  of  annual  stra¬ 
tegic  planning  to  minority-man¬ 
aged  projects  and  organizations. 

Missouri  Touring  Program 
As  one  of  MAC’S  earliest  pro¬ 
grams,  the  Missouri  Touring 
Program  (MTP)  has  been  a  popular 
resource  for  event  planners.  In 
addition  to  providing  a  juried  list  of 
performing  artists  (dance,  music, 
theater  and  traditional  arts),  MTP 
subsidizes  the  cost  of  the  touring 
artist’s  fees.  MTP  bookings  provide 
a  win-win-win  situation  for  present¬ 
ing  organizations,  artists  and  the 
public:  presenters  have  a  reliable 
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source  of  artists  to  book  and  finan¬ 
cial  support;  the  touring  artists  are 
able  to  earn  a  living  through  such 
bookings;  and  high-quality  perfor¬ 
mances  are  offered  to  communi¬ 
ties  that  otherwise  might  not  have 
such  an  experience.  Artists  and  art 
forms  are  introduced  via  festivals, 
community  celebrations,  residen¬ 
cies  and  other  arts-related  events. 

Missouri  Cultural  Trust 
In  1993  the  Missouri  Cultural 
Trust  was  created  by  the  state 
legislature.  The  Trust  is  funded 
from  a  portion  of  the  revenue 
generated  by  Missouri’s  nonresi¬ 
dent  athletes  and  entertainers 
income  tax.  Income  from  this 
invested  endowment  fund  is  dedi¬ 
cated  to  supporting  the  arts  in 
Missouri.  The  Trust  is  governed  by 
a  board  comprised  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Missouri  Arts  Council 
and  five  elected  officials:  two 
members  of  the  Missouri  House 
of  Representatives,  two  members 
of  the  Missouri  Senate  and  the 
State  Treasurer. 

Because  the  Missouri  Arts 
Council  did  not  receive  an  FY2004 
appropriation  from  the  Missouri 
General  Assembly,  MAC  was 
forced  to  withdraw  funds  from  the 
Trust  to  pay  for  its  operations  and 
grant  programs. 


Capital  Incentive  Program 

(see  chart  on  page  7) 

The  Capital  Incentive  Program  (CIP) 
was  an  innovative  MAC  grant  pro¬ 
gram  designed  to  spur  economic 
activity  in  the  nonprofit  arts  indus¬ 
try  through  the  leveraging  power 
of  the  Trust.  The  CIP  encouraged 
private  contributions  to  arts  organi¬ 
zations  for  endowments  or  renova¬ 
tion/construction  of  performance/ 
exhibition  space  by  matching  those 
contributions  with  public  dollars. 

For  every  two  dollars  contributed 
by  a  private  donor,  one  dollar  in 
the  Trust  was  set  aside  for  the 
organization’s  benefit.  Annually,  a 
cash  distribution  equal  to  5%  of 
the  set  aside  amount  is  paid  to 
the  organization.  The  program  has 
not  accepted  new  projects  since 
fiscal  year  2001  due  to  zero  funds 
appropriated  to  the  Trust. 

Organizational  Development  Program 

Another  grant  program  funded 
by  the  Trust,  Organizational 
Development  Program  (ODP) 
provided  support  to  small  and 
mid-sized  organizations  for  capac¬ 
ity-building  initiatives,  strengthen¬ 
ing  their  ability  to  provide  arts 
programs  and  services  to  their 
communities.  Organizations  were 
able  to  apply  to  ODP  for  funds  to 
hire  a  consultant  for  assistance  in 
areas  such  as  strategic  planning, 
fundraising  and  marketing.

No  Child  Left  Behind,  Especially  in  the  Arts 

Arts  education  advocates  have  a  new  tool  in  working  with  state  and 
local  policy  makers:  an  important  letter  sent  by  former  U.S.  Secretary  of 
Education  Rod  Paige  to  all  local  school  superintendents  and  Chief  State 
School  Officers  setting  the  record  straight  on  the  arts  within  the  No 
Child  Left  Behind  Act  (NCLB).  The  Secretary  provides  guidance  on  the 
law’s  funding  and  flexibility,  which  is  especially  helpful  for  school  leaders 
who  are  looking  for  opportunities  to  include  the  arts. 

Paige  clarified  that  the  arts  are  considered  a  core  subject  within  the 
NCLB  guidelines.  Each  state  determines  the  definition  of  the  arts,  but 
it  is  clear  that  the  arts  are  subject  to  the  same  funding  opportunities 
within  the  federal  legislation  as  any  other  content  area.  He  specifies  that 
the  arts  are  allowed  the  same  flexibility  as  other  core  subjects  and  out¬ 
lines  several  examples  using  Title  I  and  other  NCLB  funds. 

Secretary  Paige  also  included  a  listing  of  additional  resources  in  arts 
education  for  school  leaders  including  No  Subject  Left  Behind,  a  guide 
that  outlines  the  arts  education  funding  opportunities  within  NCLB.  The 
guide  is  available  on  the  Arts  Education  Partnership  web  site  at  www. 
aep-arts.org  in  the  National  and  State  Advocacy  section.  The  Arts  Edu¬ 
cation  Partnership  has  encouraged  partnerships  across  the  country  to 
make  sure  that  school  leaders  and  other  educators  are  aware  of  this  let¬ 
ter  and  to  distribute  copies  of  it  at  school  board  meetings.

What  has  been  learned  about  arts  education  can  be  stated  sim¬ 
ply:  the  arts  matter  profoundly  and  should  be  introduced  into  the  lives  of 
children  at  the  earliest  possible  age.

And 
toward  that  end,  state  leaders  have 
a  responsibility  to  make  -  and  keep  - 
the  arts  strong  in  schools. 

The  focus  of  the  initiative  stems 
from  more  than  an  appreciation  of 
"art  for  arts’  sake.”  As  important  as 
that  value  is  -  and  indeed  it  is  very 
important  -  there  also  is  compelling 
evidence  that  shows  student  involve¬ 
ment  with  the  arts  can  make  a  signif¬ 
icant  difference  in  improving  educa¬ 
tional  outcomes  for  all  kids  -  in  terms 
of  their  academic  achievement,  their 
engagement  in  learning  and  their 
social  and  civic  development. 

In  a  recent  letter  addressed  to 
his  colleagues  Huckabee  said,  “The 
message  that  my  ECS  initiative  can 
and  must  deliver  to  policymakers 
across  the  country  is  that  the  arts 
are  as  crucial  to  a  student’s  devel¬ 
opment  as  any  other  subject  taught 
in  our  schools  today.

Arts  Education  in  Missouri 

As  a  state  agency  it  is  MAC’S 
responsibility  to  participate  in  the 
education  of  our  children.  To  accom¬ 
plish  its  goal  of  involving  the  arts 
in  teaching  and  learning,  MAC 
designed  its  Arts  Education  Pro¬ 
gram  to  strengthen  the  place  of  the 
arts  as  a  core  academic  subject  in 
the  regular  school  curriculum  and  to 
promote  using  the  arts  to  teach  the 
other  core  subjects.  Students  learn 
in  different  ways  and  arts  education 
can  give  students  an  extra  edge  not 
necessarily  found  in  the  traditional 
school  setting. 

Through  five  grant  programs, 

MAC  encourages  commitment  to 
learning  through  the  arts  among 
educators,  parents,  business  and 
community  members.  One  grant  pro¬ 
gram,  Arts  in  the  Curriculum,  sup¬ 
ports  projects  in  schools  that  will 
use  the  arts  as  an  instructional  tool 
to  teach  other  core  subjects  such 
as  language  arts,  math,  social  stud¬ 
ies  and  science,  in  other  words, 

“arts  integration." 

To  develop  arts  integration  aware¬ 
ness  and  skills,  MAC  co-sponsored 
six  professional  development  work¬ 
shops  with  the  Missouri  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Elementary  and  Second¬ 
ary  Education  (DESE)  and  the  Mis¬ 
souri  Association  of  Community  Arts 
Agencies  (MACAA).  Participants 
included  teaching  artists,  class¬ 
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room  teachers,  school  administra¬ 
tors,  school  board  members,  par¬ 
ents,  PTO  members,  community 
arts  organizations  and  others  inter¬ 
ested  in  supporting  arts  education 
in  their  schools.  They  learned  how 
integrated  lessons  address  the  Mis¬ 
souri  Show-Me  Standards  of  edu¬ 
cation,  and  how  to  use  the  arts  to 
teach  other  core  curriculum. 

Deborah  Fisher,  Fine  Arts  Coor¬ 
dinator  at  the  Department  of  Ele¬ 
mentary  and  Secondary  Education, 
kicked  off  each  workshop  with  a 
discussion  on  the  Missouri  Show- 
Me  Standards  of  education.  Fisher 
pointed  out  that  the  goals  of  the 
Show-Me  Standards  were  devel¬ 
oped  by  Missouri  employers  who 
were  answering  the  question,  “What 
should  high  school  graduates  in 
Missouri  know  and  be  able  to  do?" 
They  decided  that  students  in  Mis¬ 
souri  public  schools  should  acquire 
the  knowledge  and  skills  to: 

1.  Gather,  analyze  and  apply 
information  and  ideas; 


2.  Communicate  effectively  within 
and  beyond  the  classroom; 

3.  Recognize  and  solve  prob¬ 
lems;  and 

4.  Make  decisions  and  act  as 
responsible  members  of  soci¬ 
ety. 

Fisher  then  focused  on  develop¬ 
ing  lesson  plans,  study  guides  and 
student  activities  aligned  to  the 
Show-Me  Standards  and  assess¬ 
ing  the  effectiveness  of  artis¬ 
tic  programs  some  participants 
used  already.  One  workshop  par¬ 
ticipant  said,  “Light  bulbs  went  on 
all  over  the  place!  We  always  knew 
arts  education  was  important  to 
the  overall  development  of  our  stu¬ 
dents.  Now  we  realize  its  relevance 
to  how  students  learn  as  well  as 
what  they  learn." 

Making  Connections:  Learning 
in  and  Through  the  Arts  by 
Harlan  Brownlee  gave  teach¬ 
ing  artists  strategies  for  devel¬ 
oping  lesson  plans  that  inte¬ 
grate  the  arts.  Participants  were

introduced  to  con¬ 
cepts  essen¬ 
tial  to  the  design 
and  implementa¬ 
tion  of  successful 
arts  integrated  les¬ 
sons.  To  demon¬ 
strate,  Brownlee 
used  dance  and  movement  to  teach 
a  lesson  on  the  structure  of  the 
earth’s  atmosphere  and  cloud  for¬ 
mations  —  a  common  lesson  in  ele¬ 
mentary  science  classes. 

According  to  Brownlee,  the  point 
of  arts  integration  is,  “Because 
we  learn  and  express  who  we  are 
through  auditory,  visual  and  kines¬ 
thetic  modalities,  the  arts  serve  as 
a  useful  tool  to  reach  children  with 
different  learning  styles." 

Participants  quickly  understood

the  use  of  the  arts  can  help  educa¬ 
tors  achieve  their  goals  of  meeting 
state  and  national  standards  of  edu¬ 
cation.  A  win-win-win  for  educators, 
teaching  artists  and  students. 

An  accomplished  arts  educa¬ 
tor,  Brownlee  has  twenty  years  of 
experience  as  a  teaching  artist  — 
instructing  thousands  of  children  in 
urban,  suburban  and  rural  schools

Rediscovering  Assessment:  Advance 
EVERYONE'S  Learning  without  Scrunching 
the  Art  tackles  the  arts  education  chal¬ 
lenge  of  assessment  in  ways  that  really 
contribute  to  understanding. 

Eric  Booth,  former  Broadway  actor 
and  long  time  teaching  artist,  found¬ 
ing  editor  of  the  Teaching  Artist  Journal 
and  faculty  member  at  Juilliard,  Lincoln 
Center  and  the  Kennedy  Center,  has 
been  a  leader  in  many  of  the  nation’s 
foremost  arts  education  experiments. 
Booth  has  worked  side  by  side  with 
teachers,  artists  and  administrators  to 
create  assessment  practices  that  work 
for  everyone,  especially  students.

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Literary  Reading  in 
Dramatic  Decline 

Reading  at  Risk  is 
not  a  report  that  the 
National  Endowment 
for  the  Arts  (NEA)  is 
happy  to  issue.  This 
comprehensive  survey 
of  American  literary 
reading  presents  a 
detailed  but  bleak 
assessment  of  the 
decline  of  reading’s  role  in  the 
nation’s  culture. 

For  the  first  time  in  modern 
history,  less  than  half  of  the  adult 
population  now  reads  literature 
and  these  trends  reflect  a  larger 
decline  in  other  sorts  of  reading. 

Anyone  who  loves  literature  or 
values  the  cultural,  intellectual  and 
political  importance  of  active  and 
engaged  literacy  in  American  soci¬ 
ety  will  respond  to  this  report  with 
grave  concern. 

Reading  at  Risk  is  a  descrip¬ 
tive  survey  of  national  trends  in 
adult  literary  reading.  Based  on 
an  enormous  sample  size  of  more 
than  17,000  adults,  it  covers 


most  major  demographic  groups 
-  providing  statistical  measure¬ 
ments  by  age,  gender,  education, 
income,  region,  race  and  ethnicity. 
Conducted  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of 
the  Census  and  spanning  20  years 
of  polling,  the  Survey  of  Public 
Participation  in  the  Arts,  the  data 
source  for  Reading  at  Risk,  is  as 
reliable  and  objective  as  any  such 
survey  can  be. 

America  can  no  longer  take 
active  and  engaged 
attention  to  literature  for 
granted.  As  more  Americans 
lose  this  interest,  our  nation 
becomes  less  informed, 
active  and  independent 
minded.  These  are  not  quali¬ 
ties  that  a  free,  innovative  or 
productive  society  can  afford 
to  lose. 

What  is  to  be  done?  There  is 
surely  no  single  solution  to  the 
present  dilemma,  just  as  there  is 
no  single  cause.  Each  concerned 
group  -  writers,  teachers,  publish¬ 
ers,  journalists,  librarians  and 
legislators  -  will  legitimately  view 
the  situation  from  a  different  per¬ 
spective  and  each  will  offer  its  own 
recommendations.  The  important 
thing  now  is  to  understand  that 
America  can  no  longer  take  active 
and  engaged  literacy  for  granted.

The  NEA  is  proud  to 
present  Operation 
Homecoming:  Writing  the 
Wartime  Experience ,  a  program 
for  U.S.  military  personnel  and 
their  families.  This  unique  literary 
program  is  aimed  at  preserving 
the  stories  and  reflections  of 
American  troops  who  have  served 
our  nation  on  the  frontlines  —  as 
in  Afghanistan  and  Iraq  —  and 
stateside  defending  the  home¬ 
land. 

In  coordination  with  all  four 
branches  of  the  Armed  Forces 
and  the  Department  of  Defense, 
the  NEA  is  sponsoring  writing 
workshops  for  returning  troops 
and  their  families  at  military 
installations  from  Alaska  to 
Florida,  New  York  to  California 
and  numerous  sites  in  between. 
The  workshops  will  also  be  held 


at  overseas  bases. 

Taught  by  some  of  America’s 
most  distinguished  novelists, 
poets,  historians  and  journalists, 
these  workshops  will  provide 
service  men  and  women  with  the 
opportunity  to  write  about  their 
wartime  experiences  in  a  variety 
of  forms  —  from  fiction,  verse 
and  letters  to  essays,  memoirs 
and  personal  journals.  The  visit¬ 
ing  writers,  many  of  whom  are  war 
veterans  themselves,  will  help  the 
troops  share  their  stories  with  cur¬ 
rent  and  future  generations. 

The  NEA  has  no  preconceived 
ideas  about  the  content  of  the 
anthology.  There  are  no  restric¬ 
tions  upon  genre  —  poems,  let¬ 
ters,  personal  narratives,  stories, 
memoirs,  journal  writings  and 
other  literary  forms  are  all  wel¬ 
come.  Some  works  may  address 


actual  combat,  others  may  focus 
on  life  on  the  homefront.  Many 
works  may  be  personal  —  a 
soldier’s  or  a  spouse’s  attempt 
to  capture  and  clarify  a  singularly 
challenging  moment  in  life.  Some 
of  it  may  rise  to  literature  —  vivid 
accounts  of  experience  that 
arrest  the  reader’s  attention  and 
linger  in  the  memory.  All  of  it  will 
have  historical  value  as  the  tes¬ 
timony  of  men  and  women  who 
saw  the  events  directly.  Operation 
Homecoming  will  capture  these 
individual  accounts  and  pre¬ 
serve  them  for  the  public  record. 
American  letters  will  be  richer  for 
their  addition. 

As  part  of  Operation 
Homecoming ,  the  NEA  will  sup¬ 
port  the  printing  of  an  anthology 
of  wartime  writing  by  active  U.S. 
military  personnel  and  their  imme¬ 


diate  families.  The  anthology  will 
be  sold  in  bookstores  and  will 
be  distributed  free  by  the  NEA  to 
military  installations,  schools  and 
libraries.  The  submission  dead¬ 
line  has  been  extended  to  March 
31,  2005. 

The  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts  will  not  be  able  to  pub¬ 
lish  all  of  the  works  sent  due 
to  space  limitations,  but  will 
ensure  that  after  the  project 
is  completed,  the  submissions 
are  deposited  at  an  appropriate 
government  archive  for  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  future  generations  of 
Americans.

The  Lighton  International  Artists  Exchange  Program  provides 
opportunities  for  creative  growth  for  three  Midwest  artists

Creating  art  usually  doesn’t  involve  a  passport  and  visa 

arrangements.  But  then,  most  artists  don’t  get  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  travel  halfway  around  the  world  to  hone  their 
craft  in  foreign  locations.  The  Lighton  International  Artists 
Exchange  Program  is  changing  this.  Since  2002,  the  pro¬ 
gram  has  worked  in  partnership  with  the  Kansas  City  Artists  Coalition. 
It  provides  support  for  Midwest  area  visual  artists  to  live  and  work 
at  international  residencies  and  artists’  communities,  and  for  foreign 
visual  artists  to  live  and  work  in  Kansas  City.  The  purpose  is  to  make 
the  world  a  smaller  place  by  giving  artists  of  different  cultures  the 
opportunity  to  work  together  in  the  hope  that  lasting  friendships  and 
understanding  will  develop. 

The  application  is  intentionally  simple  and  straightforward.  Artists 
propose  a  project  taking  place  in  a  foreign  country.  The  proposal 
includes  a  budget,  details  on  where  they  would  work  and  what  project 
they  would  work  on.  Depending  on  the  length  of  the  trip,  the  proposal 
may  cover  all  or  part  of  the  funding. 

The  program  seeks  applications  from  dedicated  artists  who  create 
work  of  exceptional  quality  and  whose  work  and  career  is  at  a  level  to 


benefit  from  international  exchange  with  pe6fs> 
cially  interested  in  funding  artists  who  hav|  not 
country  and  in  funding  travel  and  residencies  in 
westernized. 

A  committee  meets  and  reviews  the  proposals,  considers  the  artistic 
merit  and  determines  the  feasibility  and  appeal  of  the  proposal.  The 
maximum  grant  is  five  thousand  dollars  and  no  matching  funds  are 
required.  Typically  six  to  ten  artists  a  year  are  funded  with  money  from 
the  Lighton  fund. 

In  return,  the  artist  has  a  few  obligations.  They  agree  to  stay  in 
touch  with  the  Kansas  City  Artists  Coalition  during  their  travels,  usually 
by  email.  When  they  return,  they  meet  with  the  organization  to  discuss 
how  to  present  the  results  of  their  trip.  This  may  take  the  form  of  a 
lecture,  video  screening  or  exhibition.  While  the  KCAC  is  not  obliged  to 
hold  an  exhibition  of  the  final  work,  it  often  does. 

This  year  the  artists  participating  in  this  program  included  three  from 
Missouri.  Their  projects  took  them  in  different  directions,  both  geo¬ 
graphically  and  creatively. 
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Hesse  McGraw,  in  collaboration  with  artist  Nemyr  Canals 
(Puerto  Rico),  will  create  a  thirty  minute  documentary  film 
based  on  the  work  of  French  theorist,  Jean  Baudrillard.  The 
film  will  explore  the  ideas  of  Baudrillard,  literally  through 
interviews  and  documentation  of  lectures,  and  symbolically 
through  visual  representation  of  many  of  the  sites  and  his¬ 
torical  events  Baudrillard  references  in  his  writing.  The  inter¬ 


views  will  take  place  in  Saas-Fee,  Switzerland,  a  village  that 
can  be  seen  as  a  model  of  Baudrillard’s  Simulacra  —  it  is 
the  original  upon  which  Disneyland  was  based,  now  remade 
to  replicate  Disneyland.  McGraw  will  use  these  literal  and 
interpretive  aspects  to  document  Baudrillard  and  create  a 
novel  artwork  that  vividly  translates  his  cultural  commentary.

During  her  four-week  residency  at  the 
Nemzetkozi  Keramica  Studio,  in  Kecskemet,  Hungary,  she  con¬ 
centrated  on  the  technical  aspects  of  creating  what  is  normally 
a  metal  tool  in  the  ceramic  medium.
